THIRD ARGVMENT, 
Is alſo in explication and con- 
fir mat ion of the former, And 
ſuppoſing that if it be lawfull:

it is no leſſe law full to pray vn- 
to them, as I haue ſhewed be- 
ſore in the third conſideration; 
It may be framed in this miner. 

It 
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It is lawfull ro recommend our 
wants by way of prayer or in- 
treatie; vnto all the friends of 
God, that are deſitous to heare 
vs and ate able ro helpe vs in 
perticuler. But ſuch are all the 
Saints of Hesuen; Therefore it 
is lau full in ſuch manner to 
commend our ſelues, and our 
wants viito them. 
The Major is ſo evident , e- 
uen by the light of Nature, that 
there needeth no Stripture to 
confirme it. For as now at this 
day, ſo no doubt before the 
; Scripture was written, it wes 
law full for the childe to tecõ- 
mond himſelfe, vnto the prays 
ett of his Father, or of any o- 
ther Holy man, becauſe it was 
belreued, that ſuch unde of 
men, were able and willingto 
g helpe them by then prayess. 
And the onely reaſon of any 
— waight, 


. for Prayer to Saints. 9 
weight, which the Proteſtants 
alleadge for their not praying 
to Saints, is eſpecially this ʒ be- 
ezuſe they chinke the Saints of 
heauen doe not heare them; 
Wherefore if they heare and 
can and will helpe vs, there is 
no further doubt, but rhariwee 
may pray and beſeech them to 
relieue vs. 1 

The Minor therefore , tha 
the Saints in Heauen are moſt 
deſitous, and likewiſe moſt a. 
ble both to heare and helpe vs, 
is proeucd firft, a Pæferiore, or 
from the effect: and ſecondly 
2 Priove; or from the cauſe: a 
PoRerieve tlius; They doe act- 
ually preſent or recomend our 
prayers yato God ; The ſame , _ . ; , 

Beats, and tbe 24. Elders, ha- x Y 
ing geſden vialls fullof Odea, 3 
ww are tht Prajerrof. $ gints, 
Therfoe they not onelꝝ know 
4 out 
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our prayers in perticuler (vn- 
leſſe thou wilt imagine, that 
they Offer them ſeaſed vp in a 
Bag, as ignorant of that which 
is contained in them) but alſo 
areameane to God for vs, and 
helpe vs to obtaine them. 
The ſame. is alſo prooue d a 

Priore three manner of waies, 
And firſt, by the perfit loue 
and charitie, whichis between 
the Saints in heauen, and their 
brethren here on earth. For as 
Saint Paul laith, Charitas nun- 
uam excidit, Charitie (which 
is the loue of God and our bre- 
thren) acuer falleth away, but 
remaineth with his Saints for 
ever. And the teaſon thereof is 
manifeſt, For, louing God ſo 
perfitly as they doe, they muſt 
needes lout all tboſe, whom 
they know to bee ſo much be-

his onely Son to redeem them. 
This therefore being ſuppoſed 
out of Scripture,and the Minor

other. The firſt part Iptoue by 
the latt er, in this manner: The 
Saints of God deſire it; there- 
fore they cannot want F means 
to performe it.

And becauſe it 1s the Nature 
of the will,avd by conſequence 
of lene, to doe that winch ir 
willeth, voleſſe it de hindered, 
Thercfote it produceth in v3, 
not on cl a defirc ro heate and 
vnde. ſtand, the good and euill 
of the partie beloued: but mo- 
ueth' vs likewiſe by all the 
mani s wee can, to proſecute 
the one, and to augyde the o- 
ther.

From whence alſo it follow. 
eth, that albeit wee may loue 
thoſe whom we knaw not in 
perticuler , as belonging to 
ſuch an One, or as the parts of 
ſuch a Communitie which is 


} principally beloued of vs, and 


may content our ſelues with 
that generall good which we 
are able to doe them: yet if our 
loue be perfit it is impoſſible 
we ſhould not de ſite to know 
them, and to doe for themalſo 
in perticuler if we be able, or if 
our attendance to the perticu- 
ler knowledge and ſetuice af 
them, do not hinder ſome grea- 
ter good, which otherwiſe we 
: (243 might 
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might performe in generall to- | 
wards them, By which it is 
manifeſt, that either the Saints 
in heauen de ſire to heare vs, & 
to releiue vs, not onely in ge- 
nerall; but alſo in perticuler 
vrhen we call vpon them, be- 
cauſe the one in them can be 
no hinderanee to the other: Or 

elſe it muſt needs be granted, 
that they doe not loue vs, For 
that without this defire, it ie 
very plaine they care not for vs. 
Ixnow ſome Proteſtants do
